Why did Jesus leave Capernaum and 
GallleeT 

Already at the time of his highest 
fame, the cloud had arisen that was to 
cover the whole sky. When, interpret- 
ing the feeding of the five thousand, 
Christ Insisted upon spiritual food and 
not literal bread as the supreme gift 
to men (John C; 22-71). many even of 
his disciples were offended and walked 
no more with him. We have already 
seen (lesson 7) the delegates from 
the scribes and Pharisees of Jerusa- 
lem as they watched blm to catch him 
In rome word or act by which they 
could bring a charge against blm. 

What was this charge that the Phar- 
isees sought? That the disciples of 
Jesus ate with unwashed hands— not 
handr that w« would consider unclean, 
but hands that bad not been 
according to the Pbarisal 
had grown up. 

What position did Christ take re- 
garding such observances? That the 
Pharisees were hypocritical, wasting 
tbelr thought and time on empty reg- 
ulations while they transgressed the 
real law of Ood. 

What was the Importance of this 
controversy? "These twenty verses 
(Matt 16:1-20) sum up the great con 
troversy of the New Testament," that 
between the religion of the letter and 
external obstacles and the re- 
ligion of the heart, between what St 
Paul calls "the righteousness which Is 
of the law and the righteousness 
which Is of Ood by (or grounded upon) 
faith." Phil. S:*."— Cambridge Rlble 

What waa the effect of the contro 
versy on Christ? This hatred and bit- 
ter opposition drove Jesus into retire- 
ment again. 

Where did he go this lluie, with bis 
disciples? Into the coasts (borders, 
region) of Tyre and Stdon. These 
flourishing seaporta, the capitals of 
Phoenicia, are not far from the Sea 
of Galilee. Tyre only about 35 and 
81don 55 miles. 

Love That Christ Seeks.— V. 22 
Hew did Christ succeed In his plans 
for rest? "He could not be hid." says 
Mark 

Who broke Into our Lord's retreat? 
Aa we might expect, a mother! Her 
daughter (Mark telle us that It waa a 
little girl) waa grievously vexed with 
a devil. 

How did this mother approach 
Jesus? She must have forced her way 
Into the house against opposition. She 
fell at Christ's feet (Mark) and cried, 
doubtless over and over: "Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, thou son ot 
David." 

The Suppliant Tested —Vs. 2S-27. 
Those that pray are usually tested 
This Is not to Inform Christ whether 
they are sincere or not, since be 
knows all hearts. 

The First Test waa the difference In 
race, nationality and religion. She 
waa by language a Greek (see Mark), 
and we have no knowledge that our 
Lord spoke Greek. Uy nationality she 
was a Canaantte, of the blood of the 
original Inhabitants of the land, de- 
scendants of Ham. 

How did the woman overcome these 
obstacles? By calling Jesus "Ixird" 
snd "son of David." thus showing 
some knowledge of the Jewish Mes 
slah 

The Second Test was silence. "He 
answered her not a word." 

How did this woman meet this test 
of silence? By her persistence; she 
continued her beseeching cries. 

The Third Test waa the opposition 
of the disciples. 

How did Christ answer the disciples' 
selflsh urgtngs? By a remarkable 
statement of the unity and restric- 
tions of his mission: "I am not sent 
but unto the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel." 

How did tho mother meet this new 
obstacle? By Ignoring the disciples 
and going straight to Jesus once more. 

The Fourth Test was an absolute de- 
nial from the lips of Jesus, or what 
seemed such: "it is not meet to take 
the children's bread, and to cast It to 
dogs." 

How did the mother meet this ob- 
stacle? "Truth, Lord, yet dogs eat of 
the crumbs which fall from their mas- 
ter's table." 

The Suppliant Rewarded.— V. 28. 
How did Jesus receive this saying? 
With evident and profound satisfac- 
tion: "O woman, great la thy faith." 

How was the noble mother reward- 
ed for her persistence and faith? By 
the complete cure of the little girl 
from that very hour, the precise mo- 
ment when Christ had pronounced the 
words of healing. 

Illustration. "Everywhere faith, oi 
the capacity ot receiving, haa a power 
to claim and demand the thing which 
It needa. You plant a healthy seed 
Into the ground. The soil acknowl 
edges Its power: no sooner does It 
feel the seed than It repllea; It un- 
locks all Its treasures ot force; the 
little hungry black kernel Is Its mas 
ter. O seed, great la thy faith,' the 
ground seems to say; 'be It unto thee 
even as thou wilt;' and so the miracle 
of growth begins."— Phllllpa Brooks.

VALUE OF TOTAL ABSTINENCE 

Interesting snd Able Address Dellv 
cred by Sir Alexander Russell 
Simpson, M. D, D. 8c. 

An Interesting and able address on 
the value of total abstinence was re- 
cently delivered by Sir Alexander 
Russell Simpson, M. D, D. Sc., dean of 
the faculty of medicine, Edinburgh 
university, before an immense assem- 
blage gathered for the Scottish na- 
tional Sunday school convention, held 
In the great Scottish center. Speaking 
from the standpoint of morality and 
science. Sir Alexander said In part: 

"About a quarter of a century ago 
some friends In Kingston, Out, took 
me on an excursion on the St. Law- 
rence river. The speaker of the Ca- 
nadian parliament, who waa of the 
company, made me take notice, aa we 
sailed out from the town, that the first 
imposing building wo were passing 
was a distillery. Near by was an in- 
firmary, then a lunatic asylum, then a 
prison, and after theae a cemetery. 

"I take It for granted that every 
teacher before me has so far consid- 
ered the relation of the use of alco- 
holic liquors to disease, derangement, 
degradation, and death, as to have 
seen the advisability of becoming a 
perEonal abstainer. Supreme among 
the dangers that beset all our lives la 
the danger Inherent In the common 
use of alcohol. Whatever be the form 
In which It Is taken — wine, beer, spir- 
its, or what else — It Is a more com- 
mon cauae of loaa of health, of loss 
of reason, of loaa of character, of loss 
of life, than any other of the Influ- 
ences that tell upon our complex 
mechanism. An Intoxicated man Is 
simply a man that Is In the clutch of 

a poison. 

"This leads me more immediately In 
the direction in which I auppose you 
expect me, as a member of the med- 
ical profession, to offer some sugges- 
tions as to what Instruction It might 
be desirable to Impart to our young 
charges If much of the result of all 
your labor Is not to be blotted out of 
their lives In later yeara through Ig- 
norance of the Influence of alcohol on 
the body and even more on the mind 
of the man. 

"To begin with, young people should 
be taught that wine Is not a necessity 
of life. It Is no more necessary for 
man that for any of the creatures 
around him. There are tribes and 
communities who live and thrive with- 
out It The want of It Is never felt 
by one who has not begun to use it. 
No household that excludes it from 
Its dietary Buffers In anything from 
Its abeence. The child reared In ab- 
stinence has missed nothing that could 
have helped Ita growth and develop- 
ment, or, I will add. Its happlneas. 

"We deny It a place among the nec- 
essities of life. But there Is no deny- 
ing It a place among life's luxuries. 
We must be quite honest with our- 
selves and with the young, and recog- 
nise that those who habitually or oc- 
casionally drink wine do so because 
of some gratification It affords. But 
It la a coatly luxury. Tbe temporary 
gratification it yields puts n tax upon 
the lUe. It Is the most dangerous lux- 
ury In which a human being can In- 
dulge, because of tbe risk to life and 
health attendant upon Its use, apart 
altogether from its contramoral and 
antisplrltual influences. 

"In a graduation address 18 years 
ago, I took occasion to congratulate 
the young doctora who during their 
student curriculum had had the wla- 
dom and the courage to be members 
of the Total Abstinence society, and 
to say to all the graduates: You will 
not be long in practice before you 
will prove theae five things: 

"1 That alcohol, habitually used, 
can of itself produce disease from 
which the abstainer remains exempt 

" '2. That it will aggravate diseases 
to which all are liable. 

"'3. That It renders those who ha- 
bitually use It more open to attacks 
of various forms ot illness 

" '4. That the alcohollst has a worse 
chance of recovery from a fever or an 
Injury than an abstainer. 

" '5. That In the crisis of disease the 
alrohollBt gets less benefit from stim- 
ulants than the abstainer." 

"It may occur to some one to as£ 
But what of the people who take their 
dally glass of wine and live to old 
age? Well, with the splendid equip- 
ment of blood and blood vessels with 
which they were endowed by nature, 
how much longer might they not have 
lived on had the deteriorating element 
been kept out of their system? They 
are Ukelieat to come near the natural 
limit of longevity who all their life- 
time keep their blood and tissues clear 
of the effect of alcohol. 

"It Is sometimes claimed for wine aa 
a virtue that It stimulates the appe- 
tite. Here again experiment and ob- 
servation show that If It Irritates the 
stomach to secrete more fluid, the se- 
cretion Is of lowered digestive quality. 
Instead of helping. It hinders diges- 
tion. It temps tho drinker to take In 
what hie stomach cannot property dl- 
est."

All the money rs» 
celved from students Is paid out for their benefit, and the School expends 
on an average upon each student about fifty dollars a year more than he pays 
In. This great deficit Is made up by the gifts of Christian and patriotic people 
who are supporting Berea in order that It may train young men and women 
for lives of usefulness. 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to protect 
the character and reputation of tbe young people. Our students come from 
the best families and are earnest to do well and Improve. For any who may 
be sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra charge. 

All except those with parenta in Berea live In College buildings, and 
assist In work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valuable train- 
ing, and getting pay according to tne value of their labor. Except In win, 
ter It is expected that all will have a chance to earn aa much as 35 cents 
a week. Some who need to earn more may, by writing to the Secretary 
before coming, secure extra employment so as to earn from 60 cents to 
one dollar a week. 

PERSONAL EXPENSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, etc ., vary 
with different people. Berea favors plain clothing. Our climate is tho best, 
but as students must attend classes regardless of tbe weather, warm wrap?

For table board, without coffee or extras, $1.35 a week la 
the fall, and $1.6" In winter. For room, furnished, fuel, lights, 
lng of bedding. 40 cents a week in fall nnd spring. SO cents in winter. 

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a "Dollar Deposit." as guarantee for 
return of room key, library books, eta This Is paid but once, and Is returned 
when the student depsrts.

Former President Wins Hearts of 
Students snd Preceptors — Culet 
Ceremonies Msrk Conferring of 
Honor by World's Oldest University. 

Cambridge, England.— With quiet 
ceremony Cambridge univeralty 
Thursday conferred the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of lawa upon Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

The former president was accompa- 
nied from London by Mrs. Roosevelt 
and bis daughter, Mrs Nicholas Long- 
worth. As the made their way 
through the narrow winding streets to 
the home of the great educational in- 
stitutions the Americans were greet- 
ed by enthusiastic crowds. 

Mr. Roosevelt was formally wel- 
comed by Dr. A. J. Mason, vice-chan- 
cellor of Cambridge university, with 
whom be bad a brief chat. Then an 
hour was devoted to a visit to Em- 
manuel college, founded In 1548, and 
where John Harvard, the butcher's 
son who was to become a clergyman 
In the Massachusetts colony and the 
first benefactor of Harvard college, 
was graduated In 1631. 

As Mr. Roosevelt accepted bis diplo- 
ma the students who crowded the gal- 
leries shouted "Teddy! Teddy!" and 
the whole audienca cheered. 

The old senate building was packed. 
The galleries were occupied by stu- 
dents and during the ceremony they 
swung a Teddy bear above the center 
of the hall, where tt dangled to the 
entertainment of everybody. Mr. 
Roosevelt Joined In the pleasantry 
and as he was leaving the building 
reached up and patted the toy beast 
with his hand. 

The audience was decidedly friend- 
ly. When the vice chancellor referred 
to the university's guest aa "a friend 
of peace and a friend of the human 
race whose fame is attested by all Eu- 
rope," there was a roar of 
from bis listeners.

It Is commonly supposed that when 
an innocent man Is accused of wrong- 
doing the consciousness of his Inno- 
cence supports him and is a great 
comfort to him. so much so that the 
Indignity offered his honor and repu- 
tation cannot hurt his feelings, be- 
cause be Is buoyed up by bis con- 
sciousness of rectitude. I do not be- 
lieve this. I cannot help thinking that 
an Innocent man accused of a crime 
suffers far more keenly from the Im- 
putation than a guilty man does. A 
man who haa really committed a 
crime and Is arrested for It suffers 
fear of punishment, but he has a feel- 
ing deep down in his heart that be Is 
getting what he deserves, and, besides, 
a man who will commit a crime Is gen- 
erally more careless of what people 
think about him than Is the man 
whose whole life has been scrupulous, 
conscientious, gentle and harmless, 
who has always tried to do right and 
to avoid the slightest Injury to bis 
neighbor In body or in mind When 
a man of this kind II suddenly held up 
to tbe public as a possible murderer, 
when his every action for weeks 
haa been misrepresented snd utterly 
gratuitous falsehoods hsve been In- 
vented — wben. 1 say, a man of this 
character la aubjected to these acta ot 
persecution, it Is nothing short of 
tragic Injustice Is alwsys hard to 
bear, and thla la the worst kind, for 
there seems to be no redress for Idt. 

From a Journalistic standpoint the 
fault does not often lie with the re- 
porters. They have to go where they 
mi' m nl nml do wlist Ihey (tie t . . 1 <1 . 
and the majority of them are Intelli- 
gent and honorable men The chief 
trouble cornea from Irresponsible 
correspondents, who msbe up sensa- 
tional stories and telt graph them en- 
tirely for the money they make out 
o' It 

1'nderlylng much of this terrible In- 
justice Is a fsllacy, namely, that the 
pt'ople have a right to know. The gen- 
eral public has no right to know every 
Individual's private affairs. If a crime 
has been committed tbe people have 
a right to know only what facta are 
brought out at a due and proper trial. 
This Idea thai the police, or any other 
authorities, have a right tn publish 
their theories aud suspicions, no mat- 
ter how many honorable men and 
women tbey may dishonor, how mai.y 
hearts tbey may bresk and how mane 
Uvea tbey mny ruin by their Ignorant 
or malicious Impudence Is monstrous, 
and the Intelligence of the American 
people ahould be abte to devise some 
way of punishing such offenders 

It Is the business of a detective to 
have suspicions, but It Is his duty te 
keep his suspicions to himself. When 
he has facta aufflclent to Justify him 
let lilm tnnke his srr. t. nnd then let 
the talking come throrgli the courts. 
He has no right to open bis mouth 
about his suspicions, and any detect- 
ive who doea ao. or the head of any 
police force who does so. and thereby 
besmirches the reputation of Innocent 
parsons, should certainly be removed 
from his office. 

The real root of tbe matter ta this: 
People are too ready to think evil, 
too apt to attribute the worst motive. 
As the people are. so must the press 
be, for tbe highest and purest news- 
paper In the land can only keep a 
certain distance above Ita constitu- 
ency It must give tbe news tbat Its 
readers desire, or It will soon have no 
readers. 

The prraons who are most ready to> 
suspect others of Impropriety are the 
ones who are themaelves Improper. 
The freer we are from evil ourselves 
the less Inclined will we be to think 
evil of others.

Frankfort.— Every true Kentucklan 
viewed with heart full of pride the 
dedication of the new elate capltol, 
for the capltol building of this grand 
old commonwealth la one of the flneat 
In the I'nlted States and mauds as a 
monument to the honesty and Integrity 
of the people who made it possible. 

The capltol commission, composed 
of tiov. A. K. Wlllson. Treasurer E. 
Farley, Auditor Frank 1'. James, Sec- 
retary of State Bruner and Attorney 
General Breathitt, arranged the dedi- 
cation exercises. I'mtcd States Sena- 
tor William <>. Bradley delivered tho 
principal uddtess, and snort talks 
wero made by Gov. Willson, former 
Gov. J. C. \V. Beckham and Mayor 
James H. Polsgrove. major of Frank 
fort. 

Building Opened for Irspection. 

Following the formal exercises the 
building was opened for Inspection by 
the public, t.ov. Willson and the other 
•late officials received during the eve- 
Ding In the governor's reception room. 

The members of tho 1910 general 
assembly were all present and the ma 
iorlty of the members of the general 
assemblies of 1906 and 19->8 who ap 
propnated the money for the erection 
of the building were also present to 
rejoite with the citizens that so great 
a work has been accomplished and 
that no taint of corruption attaches. 

A touching feature of the eiercteee 
was the decorating of the grave of the 
R*v. J. Mctiuskey Blayney In Frank- 
fort cemetery during the morning by 
a committee of the Frankfort Bust 
neas Man's club, as provided by reso- 
lution of that body In recognition of 
bis loyalty to and bis exertions In the 
retention r.f the seat of government 
at Frankfort. 

The grounds surrounding the capltol 
were not et.t lr»-ly completed, but th" 
visitors got a fairly good Idea or the 
beauty of the approach to the building 
when completed. 

8o«r,e Historic Facts. 

On December 6. 1776. Kentucky 
County was established by Virginia 
out of Flneastle County. In the aprlng 
of 1783 Kentucky was eroded Into a 
district and a •'Court of Criminal as 
veil as Civil Jurisdiction, coextensive 
with the district was erected.'' says 
Collins, the historian. The first court 
was held at llarrodsburg the same 
ynar. 

First Convention in Danville. 

The first tonventlon looking to the 
admission of the district Into 
the Cnion si a State was held 
At Danville, December, 1784, and 
waa composed of delegates from 
each militia company In tho district. 
No definite results were secured, as 
the Virginia Legislature prescribed 
■uch restrict Inns as were not accept 
able to the leaders of the district. 

Much political excitement followed, 
and It was only after seven conven- 
tions were held that the eighth convo- 
cation secured such concessions from 
the mother state as were acceptible, 
and called the ninth convention to 
meet In Danville in April. 1791. to form 
a State Constitution, Congress having 
on February 4, ITMi passed an act ad- 
mitting Kentucky Into tho I'nlon. 
The First Constitution 

The members of the ninth and final 
Convention were elected In December. 
1791. met (he following April, and 
formed the first constitution. This 
constitution was adopted by the people 
In May, 1792. and Isaac Shelby was 
elected governor. The legislature 
elected at tl'c same time met at Isl- 
ington In June of the same year and

fixed upon Frankfort as the future 
permanent aeat of government. The 
first meeting of the legislature at Isl- 
ington waa held In a twostory log 

house, of which no picture or descrip- 
tion Is preserved. 

The second temporary state house, 
In which the legislature met at Frank 
fort In 1793. was for Its day a rather 
pretentious iwo-story frame residence, 
the home of Andrew Holmes, who do 
nated the land upon which to erect a 
permanent building, and who also gnve 
much timber, stone, etc , for the erec 
(Ion of the first permanent state house. 
(A fairly good picture of which Is 
plven herewith.) This building was 
destroyed by fire In November, 181!. 
and the second one. which was erected 
1R14 16 (see Illustration), was burned 
In 1824. 

Volumes Could Be Written. 

During the years IttT-M the classl 
cal state house recently vacated (and 
which la shown In Illustration) was 
erected. It was the seventh building 
used as a atate house. Volumes could 
be written of this grand old building 
and the happenings within Its walls, 
for the greater part of Kentucky's po- 
litical history has been made during 
tho three-quarters of a century It had 
been occupied. Within its walls all of 
Kentucky's famous men of that time 
have been heard, and her greatest 
Jurists have handed down learned deci- 
sions, many of which have been ac- 
cepted by the Nation and Slater Com- 
monwealths aa the correct interp.t™ 
lion of the law. 

Cost Over Two Millions. 

The new Capltol building, grounds, 
electric light plant. Iaudsra|>e garden 
Ing and other improvements will cost 
when completed two atid a half mil- 
lion dollars, and there has never been 
the least suspicion of graft connected 
with the work. 

The building of a new stat« house 
commensurate with the wealth and 
dignity of the Commonwealth had long 
been ronaidered and discussed at 
many sessions of the General Assem- 
bly, but It was not until 1894. under the 
administration of Gov. Beckham, that 
nn appropriation of one million dol 
lars was made to begin the work. 

The commission, consisting of Gov. 
J. C. W. Beckham. Auditor 8. W.

Chesney. State Treasurer Henry Bot- 
worth and Atty. Gen. Hayes, together 
with Archite<t F. M. Andrews, decided 
that the grounds occupied by the old 
btate house were not large enough, or 
that Ha location In the center of the 
city was not a suitable place for the 
new building. 

Decide to Purchase New Site. 

Accordingly, in 1903, Gov. Beckham 
convened the legislature In extraordi- 
nary session to consider the matter of 
a new location. After some weeks' 
consideration it was decided to pur- 
chase a new site at the extreme south 
limit of South Frankfort, about a mile 
from tho old. and an appropriation was 
made to buy the forty or more acres 
selected. 

Ground waa broken for the new 
building In 1906. and the magnificent 
building was completed and occupied 
In less than four years. It la one of 
the most complete and convenient 
Capltol buildings in the country, many 
persons who are familiar with public 
buildings throughout the United States 
pronounce It without a superior for the 
purposes for which It waa erected. 
The llluatratlons given herewith fur 
nlsh but a faint Idea of Its grandeur, 
especially the Interior views. The view 
from the front of the hall of the House 
of Representatives looking toward the 
Senate Chamber gives but a poor ex- 
pression of the marble and granite pil- 
lars and balustrades, arches and grand 
winding stairways, which command 
admiration of all who enter the mag 
nlflcent vestibule for the first time. The 
room where sits Kentucky's highest 
court Is a marvel of beauty, but the 
architect and designer seemed to con- 
centrate the power of his genius when 
he came to plan and decide upon the 
furnishing of the reception room as- 
signed to the governor for public occa- 
sions. Our illustration gives some 
Idea of the beauty of this room, but It 
Is only to be fully appreciated when 
seen. * 

Commodious and Convenient. 
The various others for the depart- 
ments are commodious and conveni- 
ent. Nothing that would conduce to 
the dispatch cf business or the com- 
fort of the officials seem* to have been 
overlooked or neglected. After many

Frankfort, Ky.— Upon certification 
by Frank P. James, state auditor, to 
each sheriff In the state the amount 
of taxes that he must collect, under 
the assessments as equalised by thai 
state board of equalisation, collection 
of taxes will begin In the various 
counties In the state. The audltor'a 
force worked hard all day sending out 
the statements to the sheriffs and thli 
Is their authority for beginning tho 
collection of taxes. Under the law no 
sheriff can collect taxes until the au- 
ditor has notified him of the amount 
charged against him In the audltor'a 
office and this amount depends entire- 
ly on the final assessment mad* by the 
state board of equalisation.
